an emphasis on “family centerism” as the focal 
point in living. It points to a family-centered 
approach in which status and personality ex- 
pression will be related to personal family 
achievement. This family centerism will best be 
achieved by planning multiple spaces for family 
activities. 

The study revealed that while a large part of 
the public still wants traditional houses, designs 
will be judged critically by a more sophisticated 
buyer.

Here are 
some of the specifics which the architect cap- 
tured in the Design ‘70 series of homes: 
® Entrance halls that are an impressive intro- 
duction to the house as well as a functional 
distributor of traffic.

@ Greater comfort control demanded in humidity, 
warmth or coolness. This means a more careful 
orientation of the house, provision for overhangs 
and window walls and maximum insulation. 

Percentages really tell the story of the new 
and sophisticated homebuyers’ wants in the 
1970's. Most important features cited were: 
more closet space, 27%; better bathroom ar- 
rangements, 11%; storage areas, 7%; size of lot, 
17%; type of building materials, with emphasis 
on maintenance-free ones, 20%: floor plan, 38%; 
number of bedrooms, 38%; size of rooms, 37%. 

The report concludes, “Houses are seen as 
places to live, including recreational living and 
neighborhood entertaining.” Building products 
manufacturers are keying into these new housing 
needs by spending more on research for new 
products rather than trying to adapt present ones 
to new housing wants.
